LOWELL, March 5.—Governor Green- 


halge's death came at last peacefully and 
without pain. 
Lire ended without a 


struggle, the flickering flame going out as 
gently as a child might sink to rest. 


Aa reported in hist evening's despatches, 


all yesterday forenoon 
the governor 


seemed to be sinking with fatal rapidity. 
At 4 o'clock the death change came into 
his face to warn the tired but loviug 
watchers that all would soon be over. 


Shortly after 4 o'clock came another 


paralytic stroke. The dying man gasped 
convulsively, and the entire left side of 
the body and limbs lay lifeless. An hour 
later came another stroke. The usual 
remedies failed to make any impression. 


The patient lay like a dead man except 


for a slight quivering of the limbs. All 
that was left of lite was the faint heart 
beats and faint, unsteady breath. So the 
governor lingered for several hours, his 
strong constitution beating back grim 
death till 12.30 this morning, when, with- 
out pain or a struggle the breath ceased 
and the heart beat no longer. 


The immediate cause of death was the 


poisoning of the system due to uraemia 
from Inflammation of the kidneys. 


The scenes about the governor's death- 


bed have been touching and sad in the 
extreme. The devoted love of the noble 
wife ban been beautifully shown in the 
last hours. 


Since Tuesday evening she has hardly 


left her husband's side. With tear-stained 
face, and though worn and haggard with 


j the long, weary vigil, Mrs. Greenhalge 
has steadfastly refused to leave the sick- 


' room. She has only caught but brief 
moments of sleep, and has been sustained 
by medicines. The physicians have been 
extremely anxious about her condition. 


It wa:; to Mrs. Greenhalge that the 


dying man addressed his last brave, cheer- 
ful words. Rousing for the last time from 
unconsciousness late Tuesday afternoon, 
the dying governor looked about him and 
with a vran smile, trying to give courage 
to those about him, he whispered to the 
wife wl.ose arms were clasped about his 
neck: "Don't be anxious; I will be all 
right in a day or two." 
Those were the 


last words, as he at once relapsed into 
unconsciousness never to know or speak 
again. 


' 
Soon after the end came this morning 


Mrs. Greenlialge was lead, overcome with 
grief, from the death chamber to her own 
apartments. She has not been able to 
leave hor room today. 


Telegrams and messages of condolence 


began arriving afc the Greenhalge home as 
early as 2 o'clock this morning, coming 
from all parts of the state and many from 
Washington. 


HIonrnAn£r for Ibo Governor.

today is a scene of mourning. 
In many 


towns and cities flags are flying at half- 
mast from all public buildings and this 
mornins: bells were tolled In almost all 
tbe cities in the commonwealth.

ceived at the state house condoling the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts upon the 
loss of her chief executive.

In Boston the feeling of sorrow is par-

Sketch of Ills Life. 


Frederic T. Greenhalge, lawyer, orator 


and statesman, was born in Clitheroe, 
Lancaster county, Eng., July 19, 1842. His 
father, William Greenhalge, moved to 
Lowell in ISM, where he assumed charge 
of the copper roller engraving in the Mcr- 
rimac print works. 


Frederic received bis early education in 


the public schools of Lowell, where he 
acquired distinction as a scholar. 
He 


graduated from the high school as a Car- 
ney medal scholar. 
During these years 


the young man displayed great strength 
in debate, where his fine oratorical powers 
were well developed. 


In the fall of 1859 Mr. Grccnhalsc en- 


tered Harvard college, intending to take 
the regular classical course. His father 
died soon afterwards, however, and he 
was obliged to abandon this plan. Se- 
curing a position as a teacher, he studied 
law during leisure hours and entered the 
law office of Brown & Alger sliortly be- 
fore the war broke out. He entered the 
army in IS63, serving in the commissary 
department at Newbern, N. C. An at- 
tack of malarial fever, which lasted sev- 
eral months, resulted in his being sent 
home. Upon his recovery he again took 
up the study of law, and was admitted to 
the Middlesex bar in 18(55. He associated 
himself in practice with Charles F. Howe, 
which partnership existed until 1870, since 
which time he has practiced alone. 


His ability as a lawyer was early recog- 


nized, and this, coupled with his great 
popularity in Lowell, led to rapid promo- 
tion. He served in the common council 
in 18CS and 1869. He was elected to the 
school board for two years in 1871. He 
devoted himself with great energy to the 
law practice and was appointed as a spe- 
cial justice of the municipal court. He 
was elected mayor of Lowell in 1880, and 
again in 1881. His clean and businesslike 
administration of the office challenged 
universal respect and demonstrated his 
power as a leader of men and director of 
affairs. During the next few years he was 
in great demand as a public speaker. 


Mr. Greenhalge was nominated as con- 


gressman by the Republicans in the politi- 
cal campaign of 1888, being elected amid 
great enthusiasm. He immediately be- 
came a prominent leader in the house, 
where his keen logic and unusual elo- 
quence attracted national attention. As a 
member of tbe elections committee he 
took an active part in the debates over the 
unseating of several southern Democrats 
and the seating of Republicans in their 
places, his speeches being reported in all 
the leading papers of the country. In 
1890 he was again in the field as a candi- 
date for re-election, but was defeated. He 
was elected governor of the common- 
wealth in 1893, and had just entered on 
his third term in that capacity. 


In business circles he was known as a 


man of strict integrity, shrewd foresight 
and possessed of a judgment broad, con- 
servative and safe to follow. 


Socially his popularity was not confined 


to class nor limited to social circles. 


Among the more important offices that 


he held are the following: President of 
the Lowell Humane society, president of 
the History club, -president of the Peo- 
ple's club, special justice of police court, 
Lowell; member of Lowell common coun- 
cil, 1868 and 1869; member of Lowell 
school board, 1871 and 1S73; mayor of 


Lowell, 18SO and 1831; delegate to national 
Republican convention, 1SS4; city solicitor 
of Lowell, 1888; representative to the leg- 
islature, 1SS5; trustee of City Institution 
for Saving of Lowell, from 1876 to the 
present time. 


He was married in Lowell Oct. 1, 1872, 


to Isabel, daughter of John Nesmith 
(lieutenant-governor with Governor An- 
drew.) Of this union were four children : 
Nesmith (deceased,) Frederic 
Brandle- 


some, Nanut Nesmith and Richard Spald- 
ing Greenhalge.

KOME, March 6.—The ministry has an- 


nouueed the resignation of the chamber 
of deputies and Premier Crispi and that 
the resignations have been accepted by 
the king. 


The official private residence of the 


cabinet ministers, the royal palace, the 
embassies and all important buildings are 
guarded. A strong force of infantry is on 
duty in the neighborhood of the chamber 
of deputies. 
Many Socialists from the 


country have reached Rome. The excited 
populace and the Socialist leaders boldly 
demanded the Impeachment of Crispi and 
the ministers. 


Notwithstanding the strong force of 


troops and police about the chamber of 
deputies order is maintained with the 
greatest difficulty, only the forbearance 
of the authorities preventing serious dis- 
turbance. In announcing the resignations 
Crispi gazed calmly at the shouting depu- 
ties and said that the ministers would re- 
main at their posts until their successors 
were appointed. The house adjourned in 
the midst of great excitement, vigorous 
demands being made for the impeachment 
of the government. 


As stated yesterday the excitement is 


caused by the defeat of the Italian troops 
in Abyssinia, and extends throughout 
Italy. There has been serious rioting In 
Milan and other places where the reserves 
are preparing to obey orders. Women 
and children were leading in the agita- 
tion. The soldiers have been attacked, 
frenzied men and women throwing them- 
selves naked upon the bayonets of the 
troops. 


Later advices from Abyssinia show that 


although the rout of the Italians was 
complete, the extent of the disaster was 
less than first supposed, owing to the fact 
that the Shoans didn't pursue us first re- 
ported. Parties of stragglers are believed 
to have perished coming in. The killed 
and wounded, however, are ntill believed 
to have been over 5,000.

li. C. Ken-ell's Healing Work. 


Bradley Newell, who has become the 


best known man in the state of Vermont 
through his healing powers, is at home 
occasionally .though he has calls that take 
him out of town the greater part of the 
time. Mr, Newell has done most of his 
healing for nothing, but so much of his 
time has been taken that he decided to 
charge the moderate fee of $2. He has 
also hired L. A. Butterfleld of Brattleboro 
for a business manager. Mr. Newell was 
in Greenfield three days last weelr, and 
treated about 500 people. The charge of 
$2 seemed to make no difference with the 
crowds and some remarkable euros were 
effected while many received no help. A 
Mr. Crane of Springfield was one of those 
who received help. He was unable to use 
his limbs freely on account of rheumatism 
and after Newell treated him he jumped 
about like a frisky colt. 


Mr. Newell was in Brattleboro Saturday 


and had a busy day his patients coining 
from all parts of the county and from 
neighboring towns in Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire. Many were successfully 
treated for deafness. Guy Crosier.ll, son of 
Dudley Crosier of West Brattleboro, who 
was treated on the street in Jacksonville 
a month ago, called on Mr. Newell in a 
happy frame of mind to say that he had 
been cured of this infirmity with whkjli 
he had been troubled for five years. The 
healer treated several prominent families 
at their homes during the day, beside 
answering repeated calls from both tele- 
graph and telephone. 


Athol people telegraphed an invitation 


for the healer to go there and he con- 
sented to do so and is now there for three 
days. 


Whatever may be said about Newell and 


his cures none can say he is dishonest. 
He makes no pretentious and does not 
claim he can cure all cases, but if he can 
he Ip anyone he is glad to do so. At the 
same time he says he would rather be back 
in his blacksmith shop at work than to go 
about healing. Mr. Newell says: "Since

1,1895, I have treated probably 5,000 


people and many of them say I have 
helped them, but I know that there are 
many whom I have not helped. That is 
what I dislike about it. I know people 
are disappointed when I fail to help them, 
but it is no fault of mine, for I do not ad- 
vertise myself or make any boasts.

The local pulpits of Berkshire have 


some good speakers; North Adams' pul- 
pits have several. I had tbe pleasure of 
hearing one last Sunday, who in some 
respects reminded me of Bourke Cochran. 
It was Rev. John C. Ivera, one of the 
assistant pastors of St. Francis church. 
In personal appearance more especially 
as to size and form he somewhat resem- 
bles Cockrau, though Father Ivers is a 
much younger man, at a guess not far 
from thirty, and has a much more refined 
face and pleasing manner than Cochran. 
The clergyman's voice is similar to the 
lawyer's though more of a baritone, in 
which part I understand he uses it well as 
a singer, as well as a preacher. 


On tile Sunday in question he was

The ideas presented were sweet and 
touching and at tbe same time ennobling 
aud full of encouragement toward the 
attainment of the highest possible life 
here below, to be developed by devotion to 
our fellow men atidourooc'a! and religious 
duties,.

A remarkable thins 1 noticed about his 


delivery was that ivhile every point was 
claarly made and with an emphasis and 
cfffcct that held the closest attention of 
his large audience, it was done wholly by 
the effective use of his superb voice and 
tbe spoken words without tbe uue of a 
single.1 gesture, not so much as even the 
lifting of a hand so far as I noticed during 
the entire sermon. 


Father Ivers is a natural orator nnd 


when heard from a platform unrestricted 
by pulpit limitations, as I presume lie 
sometimes is heard, with a subject dear 
to him as are those found in the religious 
profession he has chosen, he must indeed 
be a favorite npeakcr.

which occurred at his home in Lowell at 
12.30 o'clock this Thursday morning, the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts mourns 
its chief executive, a fearless and incor- 
ruptible public servant, a model citizen, 
and an honest and Christian man. He has 
lived in honor, he has died in honor. A 
strong man has been stricken down. His 
eulogy is best told today in the profound 
sorrow and grief felt in every hamlet, 
town and city of the commonwealth. 


SNOW AND ROADS. 


On? of the most important items of road 


expenses in county towns is that caused 
by drifting snow. We have recently seen 
a statement that in one of our hill towns, 
where the annual appropriation for repair- 
ing roads is about ?2500, the average 
amount expended annually for shoveling 
snow is about $1000. 


This is an expenditure that leaves noth- 


ing to show for itself when spring comes. 
Could this, or any important part of it, be 
avoided and the amount applied to per- 
manent improvement of roads it would 
not be many years before a model high- 
way would be the rule instead of the ex- 
ception. 


It would seem that careful study of the 


canst H and avoidance of snow blockades 
would be profitable. Railroad men have 
found many ways for lessening the trouble 
caused by drifting snow, and have also 
found it to be much more profitable to ex- 
pend money in protecting their lines from 
snow as far as possible than to wait for 
repeated shovelings to make necessary 
enormously larger expenditures. 


Th"reare certain well-known natural 


laws effecting this winter trouble that 
could be studied to advantage; laws relat- 
ing to wind currents and sheltered and ex- 
posed places. There are some localities 
where drifts are always to be expected 
and others where bare-ground id generally 
looked for when sleighing is good else- 
where. The changing of fences from 
hea\ y to light structures, like those of 
win ; the removal of natural obstructions 
and the planting of trees or hedges, where 
protection from sweeping winds may be 
desirable, would in many cases produce 
satisfactory results in obtaining more even 
deposits of snow. 


While the question of road improve- 


ments is being so carefully studied for fu- 
ture summer work, it might not be un- 
timely in our windy, snowy March to 
make careful studv and practical testa of 
how best to protect roads and save money 
in \v inter. 


ENGLAND TIRING OF FREE TRADE. 


Massachusetts now has no lieutenant 


governor, Mr. Wolcott now being gover- 
nor. The constitution of the state reads: 
"Whenever the office of the governor and 
lieutenant-governor shall be vacant, by 
reason of death, absence, or otherwise, 
then the council, or the major part of 
them, shall, during such vacancy, have 
full power and authority to do and exe- 
cute, all and every such acts, matters, and 
things, as the governor or lieutenant gov- 
ernor might or could, by virtue of this 
constitution, do or execute, if they or 
either of them were personally present." 


A prominent member of parliament is 


quoted by the London correspondent ol 
the New York Trioune a% saying "lam 
a free trader of the most orthodox stamp, 
but 1 believe that England will have a 
protective tariff before many years. It 
will be an Imperial policy which the colo- 
nies will welcome, and H will relieve us 
from the evil of becoming a dumping- 
ground for the over-production of Ger- 
man manufactures." 


It is a fact not without significance (says 


th«' correspondent) that the mover of one 
of the addresses yesterday in parliament 
avowed himself to be a Protectionist as 
well as a bimetalist. 
The Protectionist 


movement is undoubtedly making pro- 
gress in England. Bo long as the agricul- 
tural interests alone were suffering, there 
•was little likelihood that it would be 
taken u*> by the nation. 
But now tha 


many manufacturing industries are suffer 
Ing from German competition, it is be- 
coming a formidable movement. 
The 


English free trader has been waiting year 
after year for a break in the tariff leagm 
against him, and is weary of trusting in 
Providence to effect some change in th 
hearts of foreigners. He is beginning to 
compare himself with the Indian who re 
fused to go hunting while his stock o 
Venison was diminishing day by day.

It was 
voted to appropriate 331-3 per cent, on 
the grand list for the road commissioner 
to expend on highways and he is asked 
not to exceed his appropriation. It was 
voted to raise » total of $l.l>0 on $1 of the 
grand list, which is 10 cents more tax on 
$1 than last year. The question of build- 
ing a new school house in the north part 
of the town was after considerable dis- 
cussion referred to the school directors, 
Fred Lesure, Robert Sanford and A. H. 
Fuller, to investigate, and if according to 
their best judgment it seems better to 
build than to repair the old school house, 
'to prepare plans and estimates of cost of 
bouse and land with the location wanted 
and ask the selectmen to call an extra 
town meeting to appropriate money for 
the same. It was voted to have a printed 
town report circulated at least one week 
before our next annual town meeting. 
Fifteen dollars was appropriated to main- 
tain the town library.

Perfect Photographs of Bidden Objects, 


Far Superior to Those Obtained by 


the Cathode Baj«, Secured by 


an Ordinary Magnet. • 


Baltimore, March 5.—Prof. Wm. C. 


A. Hammel of 
the department of 


physics of the Maryland State Normal 
school claims to have secured perfect 
photographs of hidden objects with tha 
aid of an ordinary horseshoe magnet. 
The result of his experiments, ho 
claims, aro far superior to those at- 
tained through the use of the cathoda 
rays, in that he secured a perfect pho- 
tograph ol the objects, light and shade 
included, instead of the rough outline 
as produced by the X-ray process. 
Prof. Haminel says the new photo- 
graphy is not due to cathode rays, but 
to a new force of a magnetic nature. 
In speaking of his experiments last 
evening, lie said: 


.Magnet Did the \Votk. 


"Being interested in tho new de- 


velopments of the so-cahe I X-rays, L 
tried the experiment reported by i*rof. 
Pratt of Chicago. \Vorking under tha 
most favorable circumstances, 1 found, 
after numerous trials with different 
exposures, that upon developing tha 
plates they showned no signs whatever 
of having been affected by the magnet 
I then conceived the idea that if it 
were possible to make impressions 
upon a sensitized photographic plate it 
would be necessary to direct the force 
of the magnet toward the plate. I 
placed four soft iron nails in a heavy 
pasteboard box, and over the nails an 
extra rapid sensitive plate, film side up, 
and plact d a double cover on the box. 
Over this 1 put a pine boat d one-half 
inch thick and upon this an ordinary 
horse shoe magnet. I left the appara- 
tus for t wclve hours in a dark room. 
So you see there was no possibility 
whatever of the plate's being acted 
upon by any force other than that pos- 
sessed by the magnet. On developing 
the plate 1 obtained a sharp impres- 
sion of the magnet, somewhat larger 
than the magnet used. 


X.ight and Shadow Produced. 


"I have made other experiments with 


interesting results. I have succeeded 
in photographing, or more properly, 
magnetographiuir, 
opaque 
objects, 


showing distinct contrast of light and 
shadow upon the negatives. This has 
never been done by means of the X- 
rays. Furthermore, I have obtained 
a perfect positive upon the same plate 
with negative impressions of a number 
of opaque objects. These latter ex- 
periments were performed with the 
use of a three-qxiarter inch board in 
place of the one-half inch board." 


tllnlcal Besnlts ot X-Kays. 


Philadelphia, March 5.—The Ameri- 


can Jon rnal of Medical Sciences, of 
this city, as soon as it seemed probable 
that the Roentgen rays might prove of 
value to science, instituted experiments 
to ascertain methods and results in the 
clinical application of this discovery. 
In the Ksue for the current month of 
the American Journal the results of 
these experiments will be given. The 
physical portion of the work was placed 
in charge of Prof. F. W. Magic, who 
holds tlie chair of physics at Princeton. 
The apparatus was essentially simi- 
lar to that used by Roentgen. Dr. W. 
AY. JCeiin, professor of surgery in the 
Jefferson medical college of Philadel- 
phia, conducted the experiments on 
surgical subjects. The photogravure 
illustrations accompanying this por- 
tion of the article are of great interest 
and 
importance. A patient whose 


hand had been crushed -and burned in a 
hot mangle showed fusion of the bones. 
In a case of tubercular disease of the 
elbow-joint all the bones became visi- 
ble and a light area inside the joint ap- 
peared on the plate, doubtless the seat 
of the disease. The internal structure 
of the elbow is shown in the case of a 
young man who split the upper arm 
bone by falling on the forearm. An 
cndea\or was 
made to 
determine 


whether the X-rays would distinguish 
between dead and living flesh, an in- 
quiry of ou»ious importance in view of 
cases of premature burial, but no such 
distinction was obtained. Experiments 
were likewise made as to any germi- 
cidal powers of the X-rays, but cultures 
of seven different bacteria after ex- 
posure' for one hour showed undimin- 
ished vitality.

Morse, son of the inventor of the tele-

exhibits. It is believed -that the his- 
torical and loan collection will surpass 
anything of the kind ever before at- 
tempt ed in this country. 


I>eath of an Old Physician. 


Norristown, Pa., March 5.-—Dr. Hi- 


ram Corson, the oldest physician iu 
Montgomery county, is dead at his 
home at Plymouth Meeting, aged 92 
years. Dr. Corson had received recog- 
nition from various medical associa- 
tions at home and abroad for his im- 
proved method of treatment of scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, etc.

The Whole Matter Rlngei on the Question 


of Mr. \Vat§oiT« Bight To Aot 


ai Senator In Delaware 
7,. 


Lait May. 


Washington, March 5.—The senate 


has entered on the consideration of the 
question whether Henry A. Dupont has 
been legally elected United States 
senator from the state of Delaware or 
uot. Although the facts in the case 
are conceded on both sides of the cham- 
ber, the legal point is one on which 
the two political parties take op- 
posita views; and on that opposition 
hinges a dispute which may occupy the 
time of the senate' for weeks to come. 
It seems that in the Delaware joint as- 
sembly on May 9, 1895, Mr. Dnpont 
received fifteen votes of a total of 
thirty cast. But as to one of the thirty 
votes, it is contended on the part of 
Mr. Dupont, that it was illegal and 
void, it having been cast by Mr. TVat- 
son, a senator who had on the death of 
the governor, succeeded to ; the office, 
and who could not, as claimed by the 
republican members on the committee 
on privileges and elections, legally or 
constitutionally act as senator. In that 
case the total legal vote cast being 
only twenty-nine, Mr. Dupont would 
be entitled to a seat in the senate. The 
contention on the part of the demo- 
cratic members of the committee is 
that the exercise of the duties of gover- 
nor by Mr. Watson did not divest him 
of his rights as a state senator, and 
that, at all events, that was a question 
to be determined byline senate of Dela- 
ware, not by the senate of the United 
States. Mr. Mitchell, rep., Ore., chair- 
man of tho committee on privileges 
and elections, will resume his argu- 
ment to-day in favor of the right of 
Mr. Dupont. 


HOLMES TO BE SENTENCED.

Hastings, now that the supreme court 
has affirmed the verdict of murder in

execution. 


This he will do just as soon as 
the papers in the case arrive from the 
supreme court, which may probably 
reach 
him 
to-day. 
The supreme 


court's opinion, which was delivered 
by .lustice Williams, overrules all the 
alignments of error and affirms the 
judgment of the lower court. It holds 
that no substantial error was pointed 
out, and that the evidence fully bus- 
tains the verdict. His counsel will ap- 
peal to the pardon board as a last resort. 


CONNECTICUT'S LIQUOR 
LAW. 


Statistics of the Distribution of License! In 


Towns and Cities of the State. 


New Haven, Conu., March 5.—The 


Connecticut State Register just pub- 
lished by the secretary of state shows 
that out of the 168 towns in the state 
96 have no license and 12 license. There 
are in the state 51 towns of more than 
3,000 inhabitants, and of these only 11 
are no-license towns, namely, Bethel, 
East Hartford, Olastonbury, Groton, 
Killingly, Salisbury, Stafford, Stoning- 
ton, Westport, Plainfield and Thomp- 
son. The license list includes all the 
18 cities, all of the 20 borough towns 
but three, and almost every factory 
town in the state. The statistics in- 
dicate that notwithstanding the large 
majority of no-license towns, with 
almost corresponding strength in the 
state legislature, about four-fifths of 
the population of the state have 
adopted the license system. 


INDIANS PROTEST. 


Offallala Sioux Want Certain of Their 


Grazing Lauds Left Undisturbed. 


Washington, March G.—Indian Com- 


missioner Browning yesterday after- 
noon heard a delegation of Ogallala 
Sioux Indians from the Pine Ridge, 
S. D., reservation, who protested 
against the disturbance of certain of 
their lands used for grazing purposes. 
The commissioner assured the delega- 
tion that the government would not 
touch the lands. Another picturesque 
delegation of Mexican Kickapoos from 
Oklahoma territory also addressed the 
commissioner on matters pertaining to 
their lands.

RECHRISTENED CORDOVA. 


Perth Amboy, N. J., March 5.—After 


the ceremony of rechristening 
the 


steamship Neptuno to the Cordova, 
which took place at Hugh Ramsey's 
shipyard yesterday afternoon, she was 
turned over to the United States ol 
Colombia. Mrs. De Polio, wife of the 
vice-consul of Colombia to the United 
States, broke a bottle of champagne 
over the bow of the steamer, and the 
flag of Colombia was thrown to tho 
breeze. The Cordova is to be the nu- 
cleus of the Colombian navy.

Baratieri Will Be Tried In Borne on 


a Grave Charge. 


DESERTED IN THE FACE OF BATTLE 


Italian Troops In Full Retreat Toward As- 


mara—Baldlssera Takes Command- 


Reports Bay tho Fighting 


Was Terrific. 


Rome, March 5.—Advices from Mas- 


sowah received by the government 
announce that Gen. Baldissera, the 
newly-appointed Commander-in-chief of 
the Italian forces iu Africa assumed 
command yesterday. The government 
has instructed the military advocate 
general to examine into the conduct of 
the 
Abyssinian campaign by Gen.' 


Baraticri and determine whether or 
not tha latter shall be arraigned be- 
fore a council of war. 


Conviction Would Mean Death. 


It is reported that Gen. Baratieri 


upon his return to Italy will be tried 
under articles 72 and 88 of the military 
code, which fix the punishment for 
officers who abandon their posts before 
the enemy at degradation to the ranks 
followed 
by 
death. 
The charges 


against Baratieri are based upon his 
own admission that he left the field 
while the troops under his command 
were fighting. 


The Fighting Was TerrlBo. 


Long official dispatches from Masso- 


wah under the date of March 3, give 
technical details of the positions and 
movements of the Italian troops en- 
gaged in Sunday's battle with the 
Abyssinians. According to these ad- 
vices the troops iu the morning occu- 
pied two ridges in the vicinity of 
Adowa, but they were compelled to 
abandon thege positions by immense 
phalanxes of the enemy. The fighting 
was evidently of a terrific character 
and the retreat of most of the battal- 
ions was a mere rout. The dispatches 
conclude that no news has been re- 
ceived of Gen. Deloamida's brigade nor 
of Gens. Arimondi and Albertone. 


Italians In Fall Retreat. 


London, March 5.—A dispatch to the 


Central News from Rome Says that of 
the 247 officers under Gen. Baratieri, 
who took part in the battle against the 
Abyssinians on Sunday, onlyj forty re- 
turned. Among the killed were Gen. 
Alberton and Col. Galliano, the latter 
of whom was in command of the Ital- 
ian garrison which defended Makalle 
when that place was besieged by the 
Abyssinians. Gen. Arimondi was seri- 
ously wounded. Gen. Dabormida, with 
the remnant of his brigade, succeeded 
in rejoining Gen. Baratieri after having 
fought their way through the enemy's 
lines. The Italians are in full retreat 
towards Asmara. 


Students Demonstrate at Naples, 


Naples, March 5.—A party of stu- 


dents attempted a riotous manifesta- 
tion here last night against the policy 
pursued by the government relative to 
the African campaign. The mob was 
dispersed by the police, but not until 
after a severe encounter. Many of the 
rioters were arrested.

Abraham," and asking if his statue 
spirit did not p-otest against the close 
proximity of the statue of the Jesuit 
father. The officers who guard the 
hall permitted the card to remain until 
the old lady could be persuaded to 
leave the building, which she did a 
little later, when the card was removed 
and preserved as one of the curiosities 
of the occasion. The incident attracted 
a crowd of curious persons to tho 
vicinity, which resulted in a heated 
discussion between two strangers as to 
the propriety of permitting the figure 
of Marquette to remain in statuary 
hall. Both men became so noisy that 
they were removed by the police.

CDBM RESOLUTIONS 


Senate and House Expected To 


Soon Beach an Agreement. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES TO MEET 


Benatc Resolution Not Considered Strong 


Enough by Some of tha Member* of 


the House Committee—Cause 


of Non-Concurrence* 


Washington, March S.—Tha action 


of the senate in voting to non-concur 
in the Cuban resolution passed by the 
house was the result of a division of 
sentiment in the committee on foreign 
relations of the senate, tho majority 
holding that the house resolutions were 
not as strong as the senate resolutions, 
and that the language was in some 
respects ambiguous. This was charged 
especially with reference to tho second 
clause of the house resolutions, where- 
in it is stated that "the only perma- 
nent solution of the contest, equally in 
the interests of Spain, of the people 
of Cuba, and other nations, would be in 
the establishment of a government by 
the choice of the people of Cuba." It 
was maintained during the argument 
in committee that under such a resolu- 
tion this government would b'i com- 
mitted to a settlement of the trouble 
by Cuba on the basis of an agreement 
of any sort with Spain that permitted 
Spain to still retain her control and 
domination of the island. The actual 
independence of,the island was insisted 
upon as an essential feature of any 
resolution that may meet the final con- 
currence of the two houses. Tho house 
will probably appoint a conference 
committee to-day to meet the commit- 
tee named yesterday by the senate, 
Messrs. Sherman, Morgan and Lodge, 
and it is believed that an agreement 
will soon be reached and that resolu- 
tions looking to the freeing of Cuba 
will be adopted by both houses before 
the close of the week. 


WILL PROCEED CAUTIOUSLY. 


The President's Position on the Cuban Bel- 


ligerency Question No Secret. 


Washington, March 5.—What will 


the president do with the Cuban reso- 
lutions should they ever emerge from 
conference committees and reach him? 
The fact is, it is an open secret that 
the president and^Secretary Olney are 
disposed to proceed in a very conserva- 
tive manner in regard to Cuban recog- 
nition. It is well understood in con- 
gress that but for a knowledge of this 
fact, and a consequent indisposition to 
embarrass the executive, a joint reso- 
lution instead of a concurrent resolu- 
tion would have been adopted by both 
houses. It is felt by leading members 
of the house that the president can be 
depended on to do what is proper, and 
that thejaction of the two houses in 
passing resolutions favorable to the 
Cuban insurgents gives him the en- 
dorsement of those bodies, should he 
deem it proper to issue a proclamation 
of belligerency. But will he take such 
a step? That question was put this 
morning by a United Press reporter to 
a number of prominent republicans and 
democrats in the house. The republi- 
cans claimed to have no knowledge of 
the executive's intentions, and said the 
only person competent to speak with 
intelligence upon the subject was Mr. 
Cleveland himself. The democratic 
leaders are equally uncertain. 
They 


do not believe that, under any circum- 
stances, he will act upon the matter 
for several weeks, should he do so at 
all. 
Plea of Opponents. 


Opponents of the resolutions recall 


the promptness with which the Span- 
ish government expressed its regret for 
the outrages in Barcelona on Sunday 
last; their payment of the celebrated 
Mora claim some months ago; tlio pro- 
tection afforded by them to American 
property interests in Cuba and other 
evidences of a desire to placate the 
United States, and regret that circum- 
stances forced them to take a position 
which in their opinion places this 
government in the attitude of embar- 
rassing a friendly nation already im- 
poverished financially and struggling in 
the throes of a civil war. 


ELDUAYEN RESIGNS, 


Dulce of Tetuan To Succeed Him as Spani 


Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


Madrid, March 5.—Senor Elduayen, 


who was recently appointed minister 
of foreign affairs in succession >to the 
Duko of Tetuan, has resigned. A meet- 
ing of the cabinet was held last even- 
ing at which Senor Elduayeu announced 
that he had tendered his resignation 
because it was considered desirable 
that the same minister who begins 
negotiations with the United States 
and other countries in regard to Cuba 
should complete them. It is under- 
stood that the Duke of Tetuan will 
succeed the retiring foreign minister 
and that he will take the oath of office 
to-day. 


Universities To Be Closed. 


At the meeting it was decided that 


tho universities should be closed for 
the present. A demonstration was at- 
tempted last night by the students of 
the School of Medicine and a number 
of citizens who had joined them. They 
were dispersed by the police, but soon 
reassembled, whistling at and jeering 
the officers. The police and gendarmes 
charged with drawn swords u^ion the 
rioters. In the melee which ensued a 
few persons were injured. 
All places 


of business in the neighborhood were 
closed. 


Trampled the American Flag. 


A group of university students and 


citizens who were attempting to make 
a riotous demonstration 
yesterday 


afternoon were chargedjupon by the 
pu i;e with drawn swords and were 
driven into near-by cafes and houses. 
A number of them took refuge in the 
university, where they trampled upon 
aad afterwards burned an American 
Hag. Sixteen of the rioters were taken 
into custody and will bo severely pun- 
ished. 
FIERCE .FIGHT ATHBARCELONA. 
Student* Attack the Police with Sticks 


and Stones. 


Barcelona, March 5.—A larj^e num- 


ber of students carrying banners as- 
sembled yesterday at the doors of the 
university, where they were addressed 
by several speakers. 
The police at- 


tempted to disperse the gathering, but 
were resisted by the students, who met 
the officers with volley* of stones,and 


other missiles. A charge was ordered 
and the officers advanced upon the 
students, who retired and took refuge 
within the university building, closing 
the doors in the face of the police. The 
latter finally forced an entrance in the 
rear of the building, but were met by 
the rector of the university, who 
ordered them to leave the premises at 
once. The police retired and the stu- 
dents emerged, when they were again 
attacked by the officers and a fierce 
fight ensued, at the Iipight of which a 
party of mounted gendarmes arrived 
and were greeted with cheers by the 
students. 
The commander 
of the 


gendarmes ordered the students to 
disperse, which they did upon his 
promise that they should bo protected 
against the police. In the encounter 
with the officers many persons were 
injured. 


The Seizure of the Alallory. 


Washington, March 5.—The Spanish 


authorities do not conceal their disap- 
pointment that, in the capture of the 
arms on the schooner S. K. Mallory 
near Taaipa. Fla, by the U. S. revenue 
cutter of that o'i&trict, the men on tho 
other schooner, which escaped, were 
not also taken, so as to constitute an 
armed expedition within the terms of 
the statute, but they are gratified that 
these needed supplies, which were 
seized by the United State authorities 
at Cedar Keys last August, have al- 
ready been kept from the Cuban in- 
Eurjjents more than six months, and 
•will now have to be shipped in some 
other way, if at all, The arms cap- 
tured consist of 300 rifles and about 
500,000cartridges. 
The Mallory was a 


portion of the first great Collazo expe- 
dition, which set Kail some time ago. 
Gen. 
Collazo, who was at its head, 


sailed from Tarnpa on Monday on the 
steamer Ardell for Cuba. 
Paroled In Custody of Their Attorneys. 


New York, March 5.—The three men 


from the alleged filibustering steam- 
ship Bermuda—Thomas Nelson, chief 
engineer; James Howden, assistant en- 
gineer, and C. C. Taylor, chief steward 
—who were arrested on Tuesday and 
held as witnesses by the United States 
authorities, have been paroled in the 
custody of their counsel. 


ITS ACTION CONSIDERED HASTY. 
An English Paper Criticizes the New York 


Yacht Club for Expelling Dunraven. 
London, March 5.—In its current is- 


sue the Yachting World accuses the 
New York Yacht club of having shown 
vindictiveness in the expulsion from 
membership in the organization of 
Lord 
Dunraven, when it was well 


aware that his lordship had written 
and 
mailed his resignation. 
The 


Yachting World expects, it says, that 
the yachting societies of Great Britain 
will express their opinion of the action 
of the New York Yacht club in no 
minced language, and insists that the 
Royal Yacht squadron, as backer of 
Lord Dunraven's challenge for the 
America's cup, is bound to take some 
action in the matter. 
The Royal 


Yacht squadron, the paper declares, 
cannot afford to have its leading mem- 
ber dealt with in such a summary man- 
ner without endorsing his expulsion or 
loudly protesting against it. 


INDIAN FEASTS PROHIBITED. 


Protects of North River Chiefs Against a 


Dominion Lnnr. 


Victoria, B.- C., March 5.—William 


Jeffry, Amos Gosncll and William Wil- 
liams, three representative chiefs of 
the North River Indians, have come 
here to test in the higher courts the 
constitutionality of the Dominion law 
by which "pollacks" or gift feasts aro 
declared illegal. The chiefs, who rep- 
resent 153 Xorth River Indian chiefs, 
have retained counsel and forwarded a 
petition to the minister at Ottawa. The 
petition sets forth that the ancient 
custom of holding "potlaeks"' has been 
misrepresented and interfered with by 
missionaries and begs that the law, 
which, it claims resulted from this mis- 
representation, be modified'or renealed.
